North Billerica, Mass., Declared a Joy 


to Visitors, Also Has Few 


Labor Troubles. 


It might seem rather far-fetched to 


proclaim a relationship between the 
profession of landscape design and the 
labor problem—a relatiorship, more- 
over, that develops into a beneficiary 
Influence, helping In a modest way to 
render this problem less acute. 


There is evidence of this fact at 


North Billerica, Mass., within twenty 
miles of Boston, where large mills are 
situated, says Egbert Hans in the Bos- 
ton Transcript. The owners of the 
mills have, as one phase of their wel- 
fare work during the last fifteen years, 
engaged a landscape desijnier of na- 
tional reputation 
to establish 
and 


maintain suitable planting about em- 
ployees' homes, the plant and other 
buildings under the company's control. 
To create and maintain an interest 
among the mill employees in this work, 
the mills established a yearly compe- 
tition, offering various prizes for the 
following activities: 


The best kept premises, front and 


rear. 


The training of vines on house, 


porch, arbors, trolley or other posts. 


The placing of window and porch 


boxes. 


The designing and maintenance of 


flower gardens. 


The establishing nnd care of vege- 


table gardens. 


The result of these efforts is dis- 


played In the general appearance of 
the town, through which no stranger 
can pass without carrying away a vivid 
Impression of beauty and Individuality. 


Yet North Billerica is not ono of the 


modern garden cities created over- 
night, as a result of sudden industrial 
development. 
It IP part of the town- 


ship of Billerica. one of the oldest 
mentioned in the histories of the Bay 
state. The Talbot mills and other in- 
dustries are responsible for its crowth, 
and the unusual relationship referred 
to has given it the not less unusual 
distinction of being a beautiful mill 
town. 


WOULD PLANT USEFUL TREES 


Easterner Makes a Good Suggestion 


Concerning a Proposed "Road 


of Remembrance."

brance from Buffalo to New York city,

ials be emphasized in the beginning by 
the planting of trees that will grow in- 
to usefulness as well as furnish shade 
and a magnificent appearance? 


Community Ice Machines. 


There are now in operation through- 


out the United States many central 
electric stations provided with ice- 
making apparatus. The unused powei 
of the stations during the "light load" 
summer season is employed to run 
compression motors for liquefying am- 
monia in the process of freezing artifi- 
cial ice. 


The plan has been especially suc- 


cessful with small plants supplying 
electric power and light for towns oi 
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In some cases the earnings of the 


auxiliary ice-making apparatus equal 
the annual return on the whole plant 
for other purposes.—New York Her- 
ald.

He is survnved by his wife, one daugh1- 
ter, and two sons. At the time of his 
death he was working as

on a silk mill at Wrightsville. 


When Galloway suddenly fell to the 


floor the woman attempted to place 
him on the bed and after failimg in 
her attempt, ran from the hotel and 
boarded a street car for York. Mrs 
Srausbaugh said she did not know of 
Galloway's drain, until told by Detec- 
tive Cookes. She said that while they 
were walking about in Red Lion, Cal- 
low av told her he had taken "two 
pills" but that he did not indicate anv 
reason for taking medicine 
Fright 


was her motive for night, she claims.

room, not even her hat. before leav- 
ing hurriedly.

home an investigation was begun by 
his sons.

in. the young men inquired at police 
headquarters, where they were in- 
formed of their father's death 


Mrs. Stransbaugh stoutlv maintains 


that there was no actual wrongdoing 
between her and Galloway. 


Mrs. 
Stransbaugh is 30 years old 


and attractive. She was married when 
l(i years old and has two daughters, 
one 12 and the other 14 years old. 


According to the statement made 


by Mrs. Strausbaugh, GalloAvay had 
repeatedly 
importuned her 
for 
a 


"date." 
She first became acquainted 


with 
him 
through an introduction 


from" her husband, who had rented a 
garage from him. On different oc- 
casions Galloway tried to get her to 
go with him, according to her story. 
Altho a married woman she finally 
yielded. 


Mrs. Strausbaugh

Hanover and spent the night there 
some time ago without the husband's 
onsent , whidi i --nl'-M in a qiMrrel 
leading to the husband's arrest on 
May 1, 1920. Wiv^r IIu»xi-nln?li>r de- 
cided the man had reasons for his 
quarrel and imposed only a light fine 
The man is said to have provided v.-eJl 
for his wife.

"When you spend your money you 


naturally want to get all you can in 
return. No one can criticize J 
TOU for 


having that desire. , Only those who 
are commonly referred to as having 
"more money than sense" throw their 
money away. All others are careful to 
see that they do not get the worst of 
any bargain. But one has to be able 
to look farther than the end of his 
nose if he is to be sure that he is get- 
ting the most that he can get for his 
money. 


That is the defense of the man who 


buys from the mail order house instead 
of patronizing the merchants in his 
own town. He says he can get more 
for his money when he buys from the 
mail order man than when he spends 
his money at home. But in arriving 
at that conclusion he certainly has not 
been able to look further than the end 
of his nose. 


In most cases the man who buys 


goods from a mail order house does 
so because he thinks he is getting the 
goods for less money than he would 
have to pay for them at the store in 
his own town. He thinks he is look- 
ing out for No. 1 and he says it is 
not his fault if tha merchant in his 
tovfo cannot make any money and is 
forced to go out of business. He over- 
looks the fact that he is likely to be 
ns hard hit as anyone else when that 
merchant closes his doors but, leav- 
ing that probability out of considera- 
tion, the chances are about 10 to 1 that 
the buyer has really lost money on his 
deal with the mail order man. 


Price Not Only Consideration. 


if buying an article of any kind, 


whether it be a house and lot or a pa- 
per of pins, the price is not the only 
thing to be considered by any means. 
You are not in the habit of going into 
a store when you want to buy a suit of 
clothes and saying to the storekeeper: 
"Give me the cheapest suit of clothes 
you have in the house." You want the 
best suit of clothes you can get for the 
price you pay for it, but you don't 


usually want the cheapest thing you 
can find. 


A man may delude himself Into be- 


lieving that when he buys a suit of 
clothes from a mail order house for 
.J10 he is saving money, but what is 
there to justify him in such a belief? 
The mere fact that he is getting a suit 
for $10 does not mean that he is sav- 
ing money. The chances are that if 
he should go to the man who runs the 
clothing store in his own town and 
ask for it he could get a suit of clothes 
for $10 and the chances are also that 
it would be just as good if not a bet- 
ter bargain than the suit which he 
could get from the mail order house 
for the same sum. It is not the price 
he pays that shows whether he is get- 
ting a bargain or not. It is the qual- 
ity of goods that he gets for his money 
that counts. 


Can Underset} Mail Order House. 
The home merchant can sell as 


cheaply as the mall order man if he 
sells as cheap goods as the mail order 
man sells. 
His expenses are not as 


heavy as those of the mail order man. 
lie pays less rent in proportion to 
the business he does, his taxes are less 
in proportion to the capital invested. 
His advertising bills are less than 
those of the mail order man in propor- 
tion to the volume of his sales. He 
can undersell the mail order man any 
day in the year if he wishes to sell 
only goods of the same quality and 
style of those sold by the mail order 
man, but he doesn't do this because he 
knows that the majority of the people 
In his town do not want that quality 
and style of goods. Therefore he keeps 
In stock goods of all qualities and all 
prices. He has the §10 suit for the 
man who thinks that hp can get more 
for his money by ,buying a suit at that 
price thMn he can by buying a better 
one for $20, but he tells the customer 
just wh&t he is buying. 


The next time you think about buy- 


Ing .something from a mail order house, 
if you ever do think of such a thing, 
go first to your home merchant and 
ask to see the article which you are 
thinking of buying. 


Ready to Compare Prices. 


Your home merchant is a business 


man. He gets the best values he can 
for his money when he buys goods, and 
he does not expect his customers to 
do anything else. All that he asks, in 
return for the favors he does his cus- 
tomers and the things he does for the 
good of his community is that he be 
given an 'opportunity to meet the in- 
sidious competition of the mail order 
house. He is perfectly willing to have 
his prices end bis values compared to 
those of the mail order house, but he 
has a just complaint when he Is not 
given a fthauce to make this compari- 
son.

If all buyers would take the valtf^ as 


well as the price of the article tjhey 
are buying into consideration, the mail 
order houses would all go «ut of busi- 
ness tomorrow.

His devotion 
to the party cause was not such how- 
ever that he neglected his business as 
a contracting plasterer in which he 
tnjoyed a big business and accumu- 
lated a competence. In 1883 he erect- 
ed what is known as Chronister block 
and for a short period vras engaged 
there in the grocery business but 
more than 35 years ago he retired 
from active business affairs in favor 
of his sons who for a number of years 
continued the busitfess. I. J. Chron- 
ister was a most interested member 
of the Knights of Pithias. He was 
born in Hampton, Jan. 2, 1843, and 
came to Decatur when he was 20 
years of age. 
In 1867 he was married 


to Miss Martha J. Diller' and she and 
their three s'ons survive him: Val H. 
Chronister and Joseph Chronister, of 
Decatur, and Robert Lee Chronister, 
of Cheyenne. Wyo. The funeral chap- 
el was filled with friends and many 
remained out side during the services.

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Congress Agricultural Bloc Harmless; 


Social Bloc the Real Menace 


By SENATOR W. S. KENYON of Iowa. 


The so-called agricultural bloc in congress is 


nothing more than a meeting of members from states, 
m winch agriculture is one of the greatebt iudubtries, 
to talk over the need of the fanners. There is a social 
bloc in Washington that offers a real menace. Well- 
meaning men from many states go to congress to ac- 
complish certain things, but they find the tremendous 
influence of the social bloc too much for them. 


I see no particular harm in the sitting down to- 


gether of the senators from the West and the senators 
from the South to talk over agricultural interests, and 


that ie all there is to the so-called bloc. They are doing nothing to injure 
any other industry or interet-t, not working against any other bloc, but 
trying to arrive at some satisfactory action that will assist agriculture. 


The secretary of agriculture and the secretary of commerce have met 


with the bloc and talked over various matters and no one dreamed it was 
such a terrible thing to do. The senators have been derided, because they 
did not go to the older party leaders and ask: "Please, Mr. Leader, may 
we pass tins little bill for the benefit of agriculture?" Instead, they have 
gone ahead and done things. 


And what about the othei blocs—the lumber men, bankers and other 


group* that come together naturally when matters come up concerning 
their interest*? What ha* done more to influence legislation in Washing- 
ton that any other influence ife the social bloc. 


The agricultural bloc prevented the adjournment of congress last 


July, and thu1- is responsible for legislation accomplished since. 
It pro- 


duced the war finance* corporation legislation and the packers' bill. Meas- 
ures for loaning money to fanners and assisting them have been passed. 


As to the future program of the bloc, it favors a co-operative mar- 


keting bill, placing a practical farmer on the federal resene board and 
establishing a Kvttem of rural credits with longer term loans.

The others are idle1 between jobs. This irrcgulanh of employ- 


ment not onlv leads to a hea\v labor turno\er in the trades that use child 
labor, but it develops in the children a habit of shifting and of shiftlesp- 
ness.

boxes.

The designing and maintenance of 
flower gardens. 


The establishing and care of vege- 
table gardens. 


The result of these efforts Is dis- 
played in the general appearance of 
the town, through which no stranger 
can pass without carrying away a vivid 
Impression of beauty and Individuality. 


Yet North Billerica is not one of the 
modern 
garden 
cities created 
over- 
night, as a result of sudden industrial 
development.

per of pins, the price Is not the only 
thing to be considered by any means. 
You are not In the habit of going into 
a store when you want to buy a suit of 
clothes and saying to the storekeeper: 
*'Give me the cheapest suit of clothes 
you have In the house," 
You want the 
best suit of clothes you can get for the 
price you pay for It, but you don't 


usually want the cheapest thing you 
can iind. 


A man may delude himself Into be- 
lieving that when he buys a suit of 
clothes from a mail order house for 
.¡>10 he Is saving money, but what Is 
there to justify him In such a belief? 
The mere fact that he Is getting a suit 
for $10 does not mean that he Is sav- 
ing money. 
The chances are that If 
he should go to the man who runs the 
clothing store In his own town and 
ask for it he could get a suit of clothes 
for $10 and the chances are also that 
It would be Just as good If not a bet- 
ter bargain than the suit which 
he 
could get from the mail order house 
for the same sum. 
It is not the price 
he pays that shows whether he Is get- 
ting a bargain or not. 
It Is the qual- 
ity of goods that he gets for his money 
that counts. 


Can Undersell Mail Order House, 
The home 
mercliant 
can 
sell 
as 
cheaply as the mail order man if he 
sells as chcap goods as the mail order 
man sells. 
His expenses are not as 
heavy as those of the mail order man. 
He pays less rent In proportion 
to 
the business he does, his taxes are less 
In proportion to the capital invested. 
His advertising 
bills 
are 
less 
than 
those of the mail order man In propor- 
tion to the volume of his sales. 
He 
can undersell the mail order man any 
day In the year If he wishes to sell 
only goods of the same quality and 
style of those sold by the mall order 
man, but he doesn't do this because he

there in the

more than 35 years ago he retired 
from active business affairs in favor 
of his sons who for a number of years 
contfinued the 
business. 
I, J. Chron- 
iater was a most interested member 
of the Knights of Pithias. 
He was 
born in Hampton, Jan. 2, 1843. and 
came to Decatur 
when 
he 
was 20 
years of age. 
In 1867 he was married 
to Miss Martha J. Diller and she and 
their three s'ons sui'vive him: Val H. 
Chronister and Joseph Chronister, of 
Decatur, and Robert Lee Chronister, 
of Cheyenne, Wyo. 
The funeral chap- 
el was filled with friends and many 
remained out side during the sei'Vices.

The Heaviest Burdens of Unemployment 
Fall on the Nation's Children 


By 0. R. LOVEJOY, Nat'l Child Labor Committee. 


The heaviost burdens of uiuMiiployment fall on children. The em- 
ployer seeking to cut costs is inclined to hire children, perhaps enabling 
himself to dispense with more expensive help thereby. 
In doing so he 
may not actually decrease the number of names on his payroll, but he 
may let another man go, and that man in turij may find himself up against 
the same necessity of calling on his children for help. 
Obviously the com- 
]>etition in the labor market is increased. 


•\\1ien a factory curtails its operations, or is shut, it is not only the 
men -who are laid off. The boys and girls are laid oil, too. As a rule they 
do not go back to school, once having left it to go to work. 


Most of the child laborers in the United States are in blind alley oc- 
cupations, out of line for any adequate voc-iitional training, out of Hue for 
advancement. 
In normal times about half of them are regularly em- 
ployed. 
The others aj'e idle between jobs. 
This irregularity of employ- 
ment not only leads to a heavy labor turnover in the trades that use child 
labor, but it develops in tlie children a habit of shifting and of shiftless- 
ness. From such material the ranks of migrant labor are recruite'1.

The so-called agricultural bloc in congress is 
nothinir more than a meeting of members from states, 
in which agriculture is one of the greatest industries, 
to talk over tlie need of the farmers. There is a social 
bloc in "Wasliington that offers a real menace. 
Well- 
meaning men from many states go to congress to ax>- 
complieh certain things, but they find the trcmendou« 
influence of the social bloc too much for them. 


I see no particular harm in the sitting down to- 
gether of the senators from the West and the senators 
from the South to talk over agricultural interests, and 
that is all tliere is to the so-called bloc. They are doing nothing to injure 
any other indnslry or interest, not working against any other bloc, but 
trying to arrive at some satisfactory action that will assist agriculture. 


Tlie secretar)' of agriculture and the eecretaiy of commerce have met 
irith the bloc and talked over various matters and no one dreamed it was 
such a terrible thing to do. The senators have been derided, because they 
did not go to the older party leaders and ask: ^'Please, Mr. Leader, may 
we pass this little bill for the benefit of agriculture?'' 
Instead, they have 
gone ahead and done things. 


And what about the other blocs—the lumber men, bankers and other 
groups that come together naturally when matters come up concerning 
their interests? Wliat has done more to influence legislation in Washing- 
ton that any other influence is the social bloc. 


The agricultural bloc prevented the adjournment of congress last 
July, and thus is responsible for legislation accomplisht»d since. 
It pro- 
duced the war finance corporation legislation and the packers' bill. 
Meas- 
ures for loaning money to farmers and assisting them have been passed. 


As to the future program of the bloc, it favors a co-operative mar- 
keting bill, placing a practical farmer on the federal reserve board and 
establishing a system of rural credits with longer term loans.
